Medical Health Officer Says That 
the. Abattoir Is a Public 
Nuisance 


Dr Whitelaw, medical health offic- 
er, Who was asked by the city com- 
mision to make a report on the Burn’s 
slaughter house has completed it and 
will forward it to the commissioners, 
Dr. Whitelaw’s report is condemna- 
tory. He says that the outside of the 
building is fairly clean, but there are 
small piles of manure which are not 
exactly necessary. The killing room 
is located in a partially closed barn 
and a matter for special condemna- 
tion is the fact that the slaughter 
of animals can be seen and that. the 
children who inhabit tlie neighbor- 
hood are. often curious. There are 
also myriads of flies in every quar- 
ter. 

The firm does a very large business 
and Dr. Whitelaw says the buildings 
are altogether inadequate. There can 
be no question, however, he says, that 
an abattoir situated as this one is in 
a thickly popolated neighborhood is 
a public nuisance. 

Dr. Whitelaw does a. little in the 
way of extenuating the methods of 
the company when he says that no 
matter how careful they may be there 
is always a certain filth attached to 


the industry.

Berlin, June 28.—Theee are interest- 
ing rumors in circulation in military 
and social quarters at Potsdam to the 
effect that the Kaiser and NKaiserin 
are thinking of a matrimonial alliance 
between their only daughter, Princess 
Victoria Prussia and the 
eldest-son of the King and Queen of 
England, who became Prince of Wales 
this week. 

The Princess, who will be eighteen 
next September, is one year and three 
older than the Prince of 
Wales, but that would not be regarded 
ast handicap from her parent’s point 
of view. “The marriage with a future 
King of England would suggest polit- 
ical advantages of far-reaching effect 

Close dynastic ties between England 
and Germany have, of course, not 
been able to prevent strained Reve 
and the bad blood between the 
countries. It is believed in Germany 
that if the daughter should 
become Great Britain's future King’s 
Anglo-German 
hostilities would become remote.

The Best Value for his Money, 


Former Minister of Agriculture For 
This Province is on a Visit j 
to Toronto 


—_ BUY —- 


The Toronto Globe says: The Hon. 
W. T. Finlay, formerly Minister of 
Agriculture for the Alberta Govern- 
ment, who retired before the recent* 
political upheaval in the province, is 
visiting Toronto. He is confident that 
the province wil soon settle down to 
its wonted calm under the Premier- 
ship of Mr. A. L. Sifton, whose apti- 
tude for leadership is undoubted. 

Mr. Finlay is greatly interested in 
the development of the irrigation pro- 
jects in southern Alberta, because, in 
the long run, they will mean much to 
Medicine Hat, his home town, which, 
with natural gas as five cents a thou- 
sand feet, is beginning to manufac- 
ture things that the farmers need. 
One of the new industries is a sewer 
pipe and tile-making concern that 
is building on a big scale.
